A further meeting 
has taken place between the Coleman School 
Board and the Town Council, discussing the 
joint meeting and what action they are pre¬ 
pared to make. In the interests of Coleman 
, citizens we sincerely hope that a statement 
covering these meetings will be forthcoming. 
We deplore the idea of closed meetings as we 
cannot do justice to our readers on meagre in¬ 
formation picked up at random. The Journal 
in fairness to all will print the facts as we re¬ 
ceive them. 

Wm. Kovach, M.L.A., Speaks 
Frankly on School Division 

Do you the Citizens of Coleman School District 
fully understand what it may mean to you if the 
District is included in a Division? 

This was the first question put to your 
reporter when he interviewed Mr. Wm. Kovach 
M.L.A. for the Crows Nest Constituency, on 
Friday evening last. Following are some of the 
questions answered by Mr, Kovach: 


i- present high standard 


Question: — Will we lose control of our present high standard 
of education if included in a division 

Answer; — No, as a matter of fact your standard will be im¬ 
proved with the addition of complete shop course; a full home econ¬ 
omics course. Chemistry and commercial 10 and 30. 

Question: — Will we be assessed all over again to improve 
the standard of schools in other sections of the proposed division? 

Answer: — No. Your mill rate will be 26.5 at the most, a drop 
from your present mill rate. All C.N.P. taxpayers will 'be assessed this 
amount: It will increase in Blairmore and the other towns from their 
present mill rate. 

Question: — Is it true that the present debt of our school 
board of $25,000 against the Cameron School Addition will be written 
off? 

Answer; — Yes. This debt will be written off by the Govt. 

Question:—Is a new high school to be built in the CNF.?— 
at what cost, and where? 

Answer: — No new high school is proposed at the present 
time, this could not be done until a divisional board had been set up. 
And I doubt if this schogl will be required for some time. With re¬ 
gards to the cost it is estimated if built it would cost $110,000.00 - 
$70,000. paid by the government and $40,000 by the division. As to 
where it would be built *> a matter for the division to decide. 

Question:—What would be the size of the board and how 
many members from each area or former school district. 

Answer: — It is proposed as a 7 man board but this is not 
definite: Coleman would be represented by 2, Blairmore 2, Frank 1, 
Bellevue-Hillcrest 2. 

Question:—If this division is formed, will it interfere with 
after-school activities in our school auditorium for the district? 

Answer: — Definitely no. These activities would continue as 

before. 

Question: — Is there any truth that the West Coleman 
School would be closed, and our own high school students trans¬ 
ported to Blairmore or Hillcrest? 

Answer: — Again, definitely no. There will be no change in 
the present school setup unless the student population increased to 
such an extent that some would have to take classes in other towns. 

Question: Will it be necessary for our citizens to vote on this 
proposed school division. 

Answer: — No. Your board as it stands now are authorized 
to act on this matter of joining a school division. There is no arrange¬ 
ment on the present act for the taxpayer to vote on this subject. 

Question: — Do you feel that this school division will benefit 
Coleman in the long run. Or will we be faced with an increased taxa¬ 
tion to meet our share of the costs? 

Answer: — To the first part. Definitely yes. Coleman will gain. 
To the second part, it is not forseen where any increase in taxes will 
be required, but the opposite; a decrease in taxation due to central ad¬ 
ministration. 

Question: — Do you belive that the Coleman people have been 
fully informed in regards to a school division? 

Answer; — Not as fully as they should have been. 

In conclusion Mr. William Kovach, M.LA. stated that he sin¬ 
cerely hoped that Coleman people would give this matter rational 
thought and not let sentiment sway their thoughts. He stated further 
that all the other Pass towns were in favor of a school division and 
he sincerely hoped that Coleman would join too.

Vikings among 
first settlers 
in Manitoba 

Historians may debate whether 1 
the southern shore of Hudson’s 
Bay was visited by the Norsemen 1 
and whether it was the mysterious ( 
“float coast with trees” called Vin- ] 
land, but it is certain that des- j 
cendants of the Vikings were 
among the first permanent settlers 
in Manitoba according to a Brit¬ 
ish United Press report. 

Records in Winnipeg show that I 
Thomas Douglas, Earl ot Selkirk, ( 
founded the first white settlement 
on the prairies in 1812. He brought 
hardy fellow Highlanders via the 
long northern route to establish 
his colony on a 10-million acre 
grant of land from the Hudsonj 
Bay Company. j , 

Among these original colonists j J 
were at least 15 Norwegians. They 
probably were men interned in J j 
England during the Napoleonic i j 
wars and were only too glad to | c 
escape Imprisonment,, by coming to 1 
the new world. They are mintion- ( 
ed as helping build a road along f 
the Nelson River after the immi¬ 
grants had spent a whole winter 
at sea locked in the ice. 

Employed as boatmen 

The group was led by Captain ^ 
Even Holte. They were employed 
also as boatmen who transported 
colonists by water the 500 miles c 
south to the junction of the Red * 
and the Assiniboine rivers. It was ‘ 
a long journey up the Nelson 
River, across Lake Winnipeg and 1 
then on up the Red River to Fort j £ 
Douglas, afterward to be called * 
Fort Garry where Winnipeg city 1 
now is.

Mr. Redmayne, who helped co¬ 
ordinate the work of the commer¬ 
cial airlines in airlifting supplies I 
to the DEW line, said that "any¬ 
thing could happen in the north."

of Canadian aviation alongside 
those of the great early pioneers.” 

It was Captain McGinnis who 
landed the first aircraft on all but

, sector of the DEW line. “In spite 
of the rough snow surfaces and 
uncertain ice conditions, he com- 
I pleted the operation with his 
j DC 3 accident-free," Mr. Red-' 
mayne declared.

Councillors were in unison in 
the opinion that the position of 
Coleman should be clearly pre¬ 
sented so that Coleman and the 
surrounding settlements (with 40 
per cent of the area’s population t 
would receive proper representa¬ 
tion on the new board. It was 
brought out that the people of 
Coleman have erected good schools 
and have always been willing to 
pay for good education. Some oth¬ 
er centres have not as much in¬ 
vested, and Coleman should re¬ 
ceive some recompense for these 
buildings when they become part 
of the enlarged division. Existing 
buildings should be taken in in 
the same manner as they would 
be taken into a company. 

Coleman schools have shown a 
very good percentage of pass stu¬ 
dents as well as great school act¬ 
ivities. It would be too bad to 
disturb this. 

What assurance, asked one 
councillor, have we that this high 
standard will continue. Are we to 
come down to the level of others 
or are they to come up to the pre¬ 
sent standard of Coleman schools? 


The towns involved are individ¬ 
ual towns and not like an agri¬ 
cultural area that present legisla¬ 
tion covers. Before this plan could 
be instituted the provincial gov¬ 
ernment must pass legislation cov¬ 
ering an area of this type. With 
this in mind, council expressed 
the fact that public sentiment and 
opinion should be considered.

resolutions and based on the facts 
that have been printed in The 
Journal the past two weeks. 

"Centralization of schools may 
be good,” Mr. Virtue stated, “but 
it is unwise to centralize just for 
centralization sake. Some sub¬ 
stantial benefit and no substant¬ 
ial harm should be evident before 
any centralization is started." 

-Pointing out that there is a . 
possibility of harm for Coleman, 
he offered an alternative sug¬ 
gestion whereby Coleman could 
be set up as a separate division. 

The speaker drew attention to 
the high standards of Coleman 
schools, stating that Mr. McKay 
could be called upon to add sub¬ 
stance to this statement. The bal¬ 
ance sheet shows a remarkable 
financial position for a school 
district, being almost a cash po¬ 
sition. This position has not been 
obtained by chance, but because 
their schools since 1906. Cole¬ 
man’s mill rate has been sub¬ 
stantially higher than the other 
areas, the people, determined to 
give good educational facilities. 
Reporting the facilities here, Mr. 
Virtue compared the Coleman 
school population and teachers, 
(650 students for 24 teachers) as 
against the combined other areas. 
Coleman has, he -pointed out, two 
brick buildings and one frame 
building, adequate equipment, a 
satisfied public, no room with 
over 35 pupils, gymnasium, audi¬ 
torium and the only chemical lab. 
in the Pass. Attendance record in 
1953 showed over 95 per cent, and 
the newly-erected school addition, 
costing $48,000, is the latest in 
school buildings. The school staff 
is excellent, quality having been 
considered before costs. The staff 
are permanent residents of the 
town — all but three of the 24 live 
in Coleman, and all but one re¬ 
side in their own homes.

The government action making Cole¬ 
man a part of a school division without first 
allowing the citizens a right to speak, was de¬ 
plored at the last meeting of the town council. 
Arising out of a question as to what position 
the town should take, the present problem- 
monopolized the meeting. 


Excerpts from our files of January 15, 1954: 

The proposed school division for the Crows 
Nest Pass is a foregone conclusion and is ex¬ 
pected to be in operation by the next school 
term. This observation was made by those at¬ 
tending the joint meeting at Blairmore last 
week. Coleman voiced protest against the plan 
being represented by D. Holly, C. Clarke, S. 
Penney of the school board; Mayor Aboussafy, 
J. R. Hill, representing the Board of Trade, and 
R. Crippen, speaking for local union UMWA. 
Charles Virtue, Lethbridge lawyer, presented 
the Coleman brief in a very capable manner. 


Dr. Swift Explains School Division 


Dr. Swift, Deputy Minister, ex¬ 
plained the proposed plan, stat- a 
ing that a school division is a col¬ 
lection of school districts that 
participate in the administration, 
the division taking the powers and 
responsibilities .of the districts. 
The move can be based on two ■ 
reasons, the first tc achieve a 
broadening of the base of support 
for school services. At present you 
may have an area able to supply 
good service while beside it you 
could have another financially 
unable, causing a discrepancy. The 
system is appropriate in an area 
where you have a degree of sepa¬ 
ration between communities where 
there are a lot of children to edu¬ 
cate and not the industrial or 
commercial business to receive 
taxation from, as against a neigh¬ 
boring area where the taxation 
from residences, business and in¬ 
dustry might be greater. With a 
school division you can get both 
areas under one system of 


administration. 

.. The second point in favor of 
the division is the fact that it 
Should be possible for a better 
total educational service if you 
combine the resources and pupils. 
This has been proven in other 
centres where divisions have been 
set up. 

A school division is governed in 
the same manner as a board, the 
trustees coming from ;hr difl.-r- 
ent parts of the division.

Minister Replies 
To Coleman 

The Minister, in replying to 
Mr. Virtue, stated that he would 
be among the last to say that 
Coleman’s standards are not good. 
However, he stated, it is highly 
improbable that their inclusion 11 
would result in the lowering of 
standards. 

Mr. Swift stated that according 
to information for 1952 and 1953 
physical assets of the other dis¬ 
tricts show them to be on a simi¬ 
lar position. All districts, except 
Blairmore, showed a revenue sur¬ 
plus in 1952. 

Mayor Aboussafy entered the 
discussion at this point and stat¬ 
ed that Coleman has satisfactory 
schools and despite them there is 
nc debt, to which a Blairmore 
member explained that the Blair- 
more debt was more than covered 
by bonds in the bank. 

Mayor Aboussafy pointed out 
that Coleman does not say that 
they are better than their neigh¬ 
bors. However, they do say that 
standards are better than we had 
in Coleman in past years and we 
do not want this disturbed. To 
this Mr. Costigan asked if Cole¬ 
man was afraid that Bellevue, 
Frank and Blairmore would in¬ 
vade them and disturb this. 

Mayor Aboussafy stated that if 
Coleman, with 40 per cent of the 


population, was represented with 
two on the board their voice would 
not be very well heard. This is the 
point that Coleman is afraid of. 
We will lose control of our schools 
due to a minority on the board. 
We have no claims, we only want 
to keep what we have. Too many 
these, the delegate stated. The 
things enter into education, Mr.

You 
are training people today, not' 
educating them. Education is 
something to be cherished. 

Mr. Horesji, representing Frank, 
stated that his area was the ‘B’ 
in contrast,to Coleman’s A’r In 
a democratic set-up he felt that 
the people in a smhll community 
had as much right to education 
as those in a larger centre.

Favors Large School Division For Coleman 

The provincial government's announced intention of forming 
a school division throughout the Crows Nest Pass has brought edu¬ 
cation to the fore in the minds of many. 


It is indeed unfortunate that the manner of presentation of 
these proposals by the provincial government authorities has been 
somewhat blunt and without sufficient consideration and consultation 
with the local citizens. The taxpayer has felt, with justification, that 
his opinions are being ignored; the result, an over emotional approach 
to a very important question. 


It would most certainly behoove the ratepayers of those towns 
affected to give their closest attention to the long range aspects of 
our children's education. Let the facts speak for themselves. 

Educational costs in Coleman have risen approximately 110 per 
cent, since 1940. This, in spite of every effort at economy. Economy 
which has deprived us of fully adequate buildings, economy achieved 
at the expense of an adequate salary schedule, economy achieved by 
the dropping of courses, economy achieved by the abandonment of 
household economic causes; economy achieved at the greatest economy 
of all. A little bit too little, a little bit too late for everything. 


We need not look to blaming one another. Rather, consider the 
position of our school boards in the last number of years. An ever in¬ 
creasing cost, chained to a largely stable base of taxation. The wonder 
is that this tying down of the valve has not resulted in the blowing up 
of the whole system years ago. 


The breakdown of the present system of taxation for educa¬ 
tion does indeed show itself more in the other towns of the Pass, whose 
educational facilities have greatly deteriorated. Coleman is headed 
along the same road. Fifteen years of prosperity may have slowed the 
process. Ingenious school boards have applied the sedative of tempor¬ 
ary solutions, but the problem grows ever larger and larger. What are 
we going to do in the next fifteen years? What if the next fifteen 
years are not prosperous? 


Shall we keep our buildings as they are for fifteen years, or 
widen the basis of taxation? Shall we cut the teachers' salaries, or 
widen the basis of taxation? Shall we drop and ignore those courses 
which we once held in high esteem, or widen the basis of taxa¬ 
tion? Shall we chisel a little off this child, a little off that tot or widen 
the basis of taxation? 

Widen the basis of taxation — for that is what the school 
divisions amount to. A wider basis of taxation, wider than Coleman 
can ever provide with its few streets of cottages and three or four 
blocks of wooden, frame business buildings. 

Another item which might well be widened is Coleman's 
mental approach to the whole problem of co-operation with our neigh¬ 
bors. Their children have suffered more than ours as a result of this 
antiquated system of undergrown, under-nourished local schools. That 
does not call for giving the neighboring towns a kick, which will land 
only on our own children. Admittedly, the situation calls for hard- 
headed dickering for our own benefit, but emotional parading of too 
easily damaged egos will net achieve any improvement in the schooling 
of our youth. Let us strive for the best in schools, not just a bit better 
than the next fellow.
